This will be one of 
the most important moves in the his- 
tory of Masonry in Nevada, and ex- 
tensive preparations have been made 
for the event. The new building will 
«0st not less than $75,000 and it 
is 


thought that the amount may reach 
$100,000 before the structure is com- 
pleted. Quality is the first considera- 
tion and expense has not been consid- 
ered.

The accepted theory as to the cause 


of the flre is that in an effort to burn 
out the stoppage in one of the ma- 
chines a workman caused an explosion 
of fuse with a redhot Iron which he 
held in his hand. The loss is $100,000.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE SCHOOL BOOK QUESTION 
A 


BOUT this season of the year the average parent of 


one or more "hopefuls" becomes greatly interested 


in the =chool book question. The following fiom the Ne- 
vada City Transcript, although written for Californians, 
•will meet with hearty approval from ^sellers on this side 
of the line: 


"Wh<>n a layman attempts to eiiticise the woik of pro- 


fessional educators, his comment is reeeh eel with such a 
•superior smile that, half the time, he is forced to believe 
himself in error and ask pardon for his audacity. But the 
men and women who select the school books aie not the 
sole possessors of acumen in <-uch matters. One out of ten 
gradual^ of colleges or noimal schools, porhaos become" 
a teacher hut it does not follow that the judgment of the 
remaining nine becomes defective because thev do not 
uaih. and it is/in e\kU'mc all OMM- the [ t > u n t i \ th it the 
li-ne aie making themselves heard.

fornia we now ha\e a state series of books w h i c h theie i->

change is an impossibility. Hut in the secondaiy institu- 
tions, tho plicate academies as well as the public high 
schools, constant change is the rule. 


The high -xhool pupil is compelled to buy Smith. Jones 


or Robinson's algebia. Twenty different elemental y latin 
books are forced upon the \aiious districts of the same 
state. Chemistries of all sorts and a plethora of natuial 
philosophies, rhetorics adlibitum, nncient histories of as- 
sorted lengths and worthiness—all these are published 
year after year, and the unfortunate Amencan father of 
a family has to pay for them. A high school teac hei with 
a hobby spends his spate time constructing a text book 
of some kind, while instructors in colleges biing out a 
fresh volume, or a new edititon of an old one. every year, 
in which, as Pope said of the commentators, they 


Each dark passage shun. 


And hold their feeble candles to the sun. 


In mathematics, for example, wherein i* the latest 


algebra or geometry better than the Bourdon and Legen- 
dre that were studied a quarter of a century ago"* Went- 
worth's geometry, which followed the Legendre in Cali- 
fornia schools was a prettier piece of typographical work, 
granted, but the Legendre made the pupil think for him- 
•elf. And after all,, Legendre was just Euclid elaborated, 
as are all the others. The faults of Euclid are patent to 
those capable of passing upon them, but boys add girls 
beginning the study are not likely to be worried over 
defects that half their teachers cannot point out. Nor, in 
the many algebras that have been published since the 
Bourdon, with most of which we happen to be familiar, 
have there been any such striking impiovements as to 
warrant a change. 


In Latin elementary works, America is far behind Eng- 


land and the continent. The truth is, that Dr. Arnold's 
Henry's First Latin Book has, for beginners, never been 
surpassed by anything that has been issued by the Amer- 
ican publishers. 
Taking up Collar and Danieil's First 


Latin Book, which is used in this country, we find that the 
authors claim for it the merit of interesting the pupil at 
once, but we fail to see why the present-day student should 
have his ambition any more deeply awakened by knowing 
that "columba est alba" than Dr. Arnold's beginner, who 
learned that "Caius puellam laudat." The pupil is not 
likely to be startled by either statement. 


Our American teachers forget that in Germany, where 


Lain Is spoken so freely as to be almost a living language, 
the gymnasia do not teach it as we do—no languages are 
taught abroad, indeed, as we try to teach them. The whole 
American system of instruction in foreign tongues is ab- 
surd, starting, as it does, with grammatical forms instead 
of vivid, meaningful, idiomatic sentences. The grammar 
must be learned of course, but the pupil ought to know 
what it all Is about before being plunged into linguist 
complexities. True, the Latin book of Collar and Daniell 
is no worse than many others, but it is not so good as the 
long discarded beginner's book written by Dr. Arnold. 
His idea was to prepare the pupil to appreciate the beau- 
ties of Latin literature. The American idea seems to be 
that Latin is a mere mental discipline. 


The important modifications of the atomic theory due 


to recent work have resulted in the complete reconstruc- 
tion of conventional chemistry as taught even so short 
a time ago as ten years. The old chemistries are worth- 
less, therefore, and the new chemistries are yet to be pub- 
lished. Why not teach orally a few definitions, give the 
pupils the tables of atomic weight and strength ami trach 
the rest by lectures? So with physics. 


It is wrong then, to force pupils 'to buy text books of 


chemistiy and physics in the present re-formative stage 
of these studies and, as to Latin and mathematics, in 'trad- 
ing old lamps for new we have gained nothing and lost 
much.
